Do Farmers Want Insurance to Protect 


Their Crops Against 


It all started last February at the 
Annual Convention of the Alberta 
Fish and Game Association held 
in Calgary. When a resolution was 
passed instructing the Executive 
to explore the possibility of setting 
up a plan of insurance against duck 
damage. This’ insurance to give 
protection to farmers against crop 
damage from ducks and other mi- 
gratory birds at a minimum cost 
and if possible to be operated on a 
mutual co-operative basis. 


In order to carry out such a sur- 
vey, the first of its kind in North 
America, it was decided to ap- 
proach the Alberta Hail Insurance 
Board and ask them to conduct a 
survey on our behalf to find out 
if there were enough farmers in 
Alberta interested in such a plan 
of insurance. The Hail Board glad- 
ly agreed to do this and thru the 
efforts and co-operation of their 
475 agents situated in over 350 
villages and towns throughout Al- 
berta canvassed personally about 
nineteen thousand farmers (19,- 
000), the survey asked this ques- 
ton: “If a plan of. insurance were 
to be instituted to cover crop da- 
mage caused by Migratory birds, 
would you be interested in placing 
such insurance on your crops?” 


The returns on the survey car- 
ried out during June, July and 
early August of this year, were 
surprisingly good. Nearly nine 
thousand (9000 replies were sent 


: in to the Hail Board. Of this num- 


ber, well over two thousand six 
hundred (2,600) said they would be 
interested and somewhat less than: 
six thousand four hundred -(6,400) 
said they were not interested. 


The returns of this survey indi- 
cate that while the percentage of 
farmers are definitely not inter- 
ested there is still a goodly, num- 
ber who are. Whether or not there 


are enough interested’ in such a 


plan to make it a success will be’ 
investigated and later on consid-

toll on Alberta farms. This week 
Jacgb: Brandle of Vegreville, was 
factally injured when his trousers 
became caught in the power take- 
off of the swather he was ‘riding. 
He was badly mangled when drag- 
ged into the machine and died :.a 
few hours later. 


A.few days earlier a farmer in 
the Vulcan district received a bro- 
ken leg and severe lacerations when 
his pant cuff caught in the power 
take-off on his swather. In the 
New Dayton district a 16-year-old 
boy sustained a broken shoulder 
and facial cuts ‘when he became 
entangled in the power take-off of 


a post hole’ digger. 


The power take-off is a danger- 
ous attachment and should never 
be used unless it is properly shield- 
ed. ‘

Duck Damage 


ered by the Alberta Hail Insurance 
Board. It was felt that if any such 
plan of insurance were found fea- 
sible it could then be instituted and 
carried on by the Hail Board with 
its wide experience and splendid 
set-up of agents and organization 
throughout the province. Also be- 
ing a co-operative organization, 
controlled and directed by Alberta 
farmers, it would at all times work 
in their best interests and at the 
lowest possible cost. 


We believe, if a suitable plan of 
insurance can be worked out and 
put into force, farmers should not 
be called upon to bear ‘the entire 
cost—the Federal Government, the 
Provincial Government and lastly 
but not leastly every sportsman 
who takes out a Bird Game hunt- 
ing license in Alberta should con- 
tribute. 


The Alberta Fish and Game i 


sociation believes that farmers. 


who grow grain crops are entitled 
to every possible protection against 
damage by ducks or other migra- 
tory birds, and if this is not suf- 
ficient, a plan of crop insurance 
outlined above could beset up that 
would give them the protection 
they are entitled to. 


The Alberta Fish and Game As- 
sociation realized months ago that 
the tremendous duck population 
in Alberta could in the event of a 
late or delayed harvest cause great 
damage. Consequently when the 
federal authorities at Ottawa a 
month and a half ago issued a new 
regulation requesting all farmers 
who wished to protect their crops 
before the regular hunting season 
opened to first’ of all get a Scaring 
Permit before they could get a 
shooting permit, the Association 
immediately protested strongly. 
They pointed out that farmers 
were entitled to take whatever 
measures necessary to protect their 
crops, and that they should be able 
to get a shooting permit immed- 
iately if needed. © 


‘Largely because of our insistence 
a new policy was announced Sat- 
urday, by E. S..Huestis, Provincial 
Fish and. Game Commssioner, 
whereby the Fedéral authorities 
will now permit a farmer to call in 
not more than seven Alberta res- 
idents to shoot on his land and pro- 
tect his crops. This is a general or 
blanket permit,, and farmers are 


‘authorized to act immediately with- 


out the necessity of securing any 
permit from provincial game auth- 
orities. However, the farmer must 
| give ‘written permission to all 
hunters called in and must. also 
report such names to tthe Provin- 
cial Fish and Game Commissioner.

CNR Moves Cobault Bomb 
Cross Country 


Winnipeg, Sept. 3—A_radio- 
active “Cobalt Bomb” for the treat- 
ment of cancer passed through here 
this week over CNR lines from 
Montréal to Vancouver, where a 
B.C.: Clinic will shortly begin us- 
ing it in the fight to kill cancerous 
growths on human beings. - 


The bomb, ‘housed in -a massive, 


7,000-pound structure built hy an 
Ottawa firm, is being carried in a 
sealed CNR car under special or- 
ders. If the cobalt were not shield- 
ed and controlled it would give 
off 100,000 times the radiation a 
person standing two feet away 
could : safely absorb. 


.The huge machine, which is sold 
for $48,000, only -contains the 
weight of cobalt equal to that of 


| ten nickels. It is the first such the- 


rapy unit built by Atomic Energy 
of Canada Ltd. in the Ottawa su- 
burb of Eastview, but within a 
year, the company plans to pro- 
duce the units at a rate of one a 


‘ month. 


Lila gcistoenanie: aint has 
been used in the fight against can- 
‘cer up to now, cost from two to 
five times as much as the cobalt 
60 beam therapy unit. Demand for 


these units is heavy and orders’

WHO WINS?’ 


_We have often wondéred just 
who, if anyone, wins a strike. We 
are inclined to think that every- 
one—the striker, the employer and 
certainly the consumer—is in the 
long run the loser. 


A strike is something like a war; 
neither side really wins. 


In the loggers’ strike in B.C., 


for instance, which ended recently | - 


after some 45 days, it has been 
estimated that each day of the 
strike cost the employer a million 
dollars while for each day the 
strikers lost half a million in 
wages. Only strikers with famil- 
ies received strike relief. Who pays 
for the cost of the strike and for 
the increase in wages (much less 
than was demanded) won: by the 
members of the union? Ultimately, 
the consumer pays all. 


That’s why every citizen of Can- 
ada has a stake ‘in every strike; 
that’s why differences between 
unions and employers should be 
settled as far as possible by negoti- 
ation before, rather than during, 
strike. 


Even when strikers gain every- 
thing they demand, it» may take 
‘them a long time to recoyer wages 
lost ‘during the strike period. It 
looks as if strikes are just ‘bad 
medicine” for curing economic ills. 


At ‘a time in history when ap- 
parently only the strength of dem- 
ocratic nations is warding. off a 
world-wide war, it seems to us 
that strikes may be regarded as 
economic “sabotage.’’ In addition 
they do not help out the cost of 
living situation which affects every 
Canadian citizen.—C.W.N.A. 


WORK, BIGGEST OF BLESSINGS 
(Edmonton Journal)’ 


When‘ Hon. Paul Martin, federal 
minister of health, declared the 
other day that “work is the only 
source of social security that we 
have yet discovered,” he uttered a 
great truth. He is supported in his 
belief, in a general way at least, 
by the great majority of the people 
of Canada. : 

Asked in a recent Gallup Poll 
whether. they thought life would 
be more pleasant if ‘they did not 
have to work, 86 per cent of those 
questioned said it would be less 
pleasant, and only eleven per cent 
came out in favor of life without 
work. 


Many probably will be surpris- 
ed at the result of this sampling 


of national thinking, for it is a 


commion expression that most peo- 
ple are lazy. Perhaps it would be 
accurate to say that most péople, 
while agreeing that life would be- 
come too utterly boring if there 
were no work to be done at any 
time, think that “a nice easy job” 
would be ideal. But. it is. steady, 
honest: work that brings the great- 
est rewards in the long run, not 
always in money, but in satisfac- 
tion of a job well done. 

. Mr. Martin is quite right jn re- 
minding Canadians that the limit 
to social security—pensions, fam- 
ily. allowances, health insurance 
and the like—‘is determined by 
the number of men and women 
who are working and the amount 
of wealth they can produce.” Gov- 
ernments: cannot pay out more}. 
than péople pay in, in the form 
of taxes, open or hidden. 

We like best the answer of the 
elderly farmer in Saskatchewan, 
to the Gallup Poll questioner: “The 
Good Book says that work was the 
first punishment God laid on man. 
I’ve often thought it funny that it 
turned out to be the biggest bless- 
ng He gave us.”

Home Storage Space 

Only by providing enough sto- 
rage space can a housewife hope to 
keep her house orderly, says Miss 
Caroline Judson, Home Designing 
Specialist, Alberta Dept. of Agri- 
culture, When a family. starts to 
plan a house ample closet and 
storage space should be’ included, 
but something happens, usually, 
before the house is completed. The 
closets and storage units disappear 
to save expenses The family would 


be better off with one less room 


and more storage space. 

Examine the -house plan room 
by room to assure yourselves that 
storage space provided is adequate 
for. present and future needs. 

In the kitchen, space for linens, 
recipe books, picnic baskets, vases, 
etc., should be provided: for be-' 
sides that for the ‘usual kitchen 
cupboard layout for utensils and 
food supplies.

Wheat Pool Crop Report 


The Alberta Wheat Pool reports 
that although cool, wet weather 
has been hampering harvesting 
operations in Alberta, farmers 
now have 43 per cent of the wheat, 
30 per cent of the oats and 58 per 
cent of the barley cut. 


Threshing during the past week 
was pretty well at a standstill in 
all but south eastern regions. Only 
12 per cent of the wheat has been! 
threshed 4 per cent of the oats 
and 15 per cent of the barley. 


Crops over most of the province 
are ready for harvesting and with 


-|.good weather threshing and com- 


bining should proceed rapidly. 


Though light frost has been re- 
ported over large sections of the 
province, indications are that 
grades will be generally good this 
year.
